FIRST FRUITS, 


The hasty legislation of tho last session 
is already producing such fruit as may be 
naturally Sct Jooked for from law-mak- 
jngin haste. During the session a bill was 
introduced by a miniaterinlist in the Upper 
House, which provided for the registration 
of debentures insvod by municipalities, and 
after passing that branch of the legislature 
it was brought down to the Assembly for 
consideration there, ‘The reader will find its 
provisions more fully ret out in the Act 
22nd Victoria, cap, 91, but it may be briefly 
stated that all by-laws under which Deben- 
tures have been already issued, or may be 
hereafter issued, by any municipality, must 
be registered with tho County Registrar, 
and that statements in detail must be pub 
lished in the Canada Gazette three times 
in both lamguages, slowing the amount of 
each debentore respectively, and when pay- 
ablo in the future, or- when paid in the past, 
Tho same statement must likewise bo pub 
lished in some newspaper of the county, or 
adjoining county, three times. Should the 
Clerk of the Municipality fail to comply 
with these requirements within three months 
from the passing of the act [viz., 16th Au 
gust,] ha is hold to bo guilty of a misde- 
meapor, punishable by imprisonment in a 
common gaol for not less than three, nor 
yoore than twelve months, Such are some 
of the provisions of this Act, which got its 
second and third readings on the last day 
of the session, when Ministers had succeed- 
ed in getting rid of a troublesome and en- 
quiting Opposition.

SWEEPING REPUBLICAN TRIUMPH. 


Elections were held on Tuesday in New 
York, Masachusetts, New Jersey, Michigan, 
Illinois, and Wisconsin, and the telegraph 
reports the following as the result. In Now 
York, Edwin E. Morgan, Republican, bas 
been elected Governor by from ten to'fifteen 
thousand majority. In the election of 
members for Congress, the Adininistration 
losses have been great, In Massachusetts 
the Republicans have swept the State by 
largely increased majorities, In New Jer- 
sey the Republicans are victorious. The 
Michigan election returns come in slowly, 
and the result is coubtful, but the proba- 
bility is stated to be, that the Repnblicans 
are victorious, In Illinois also the result 
is not quite certain, but the returns indicate 
that the Administration haye sustained a 
defeat in the election of an Opposition Le- 
gislature.

THE MONTREAL BANQUET, 


Of all the Banquets that havo been held in 
honor of the short-lived Brown-Dorion Min- 
istry, that which was given at Montreal on 
Thursday evening last, seems to hayo been 
the most brilliant and triumphant. ‘This we 
gather not only from the Globe and Herald, 
but the 7anscript, a Ministerial journal, is

PAY OF COUNTY ATTORNEYS, 


The mode of paying County Attorneys a 
certain fee on every case tried, is open to 
many serious objections, to which we have 
previously made allusion, Nothing can be 
More erroneous in principle than to make the 
pecuniary compensation of the County Attor- 
hey, or any prosecuting officer, depend pon 
the number of criminal cases brought by him 
into Court. It must and will too freq uently 
produce fruits quite antagonistic with the eco- 
nomical and proper administration of criminal 
justice, It is well known that itis the daty 
of the County Attorney to discountenance 
trivial, or vexatious, or malicious prosecu- 
tions, just a8 much as it his duty to bring 
real offenders against the laws of Bociety to 
the bar of justice to answer for their misdeeds, 
Is it probable that the first méntioned duty 
will be honestly discharged in all cases where 
the golden promise of a feo is held out as the 
reward of his prosecuting diligence? He {s 
bound to give advice to all Magistrates who 
require and solicit the same. How frequently 
may not be be tempted to advise the Magis- 
trate to commit or bind the accused over to 
trial at the Quarter Sessions or Assizes, for 
the sake of the fee then to be earned by him- 
self, when the proper mode would haye been 
to have left the final disposition with the first 
tribunal. How often also may it not occur 
that the County Attorney may be indecent!

a “THE POTATOB BLIGHT, 


The fact is somowhat singular that in 
contral Canada, embracing tho weetion of 
suntry between Kingston and the Ottawa, 
die Potatoe crop this year bas proven an 
almost total failure, From Kingston west- 
wand wo have hoard of no complaints of the 
existenoo of the Potatoe rot, the crop belng 
fully an average aud of an exoellent quality 
cud in Lower Canada also, tho rot has not 
onde its appearance this year, When the 
light first manifested itself in this locality, 
which was early in August, the impression 
prevailed that it was a return of tho old dis+ 
euse that had committed such devastating 
ravages a fow years ago; but there are cer: 
tain peculiarities about this year's blight 
which appear to be totally irreconcileable 
with the old potatoo rot, Th conversation | « 
the other day with an intelligent farmer 
from Bathurst, be gave us the result of his 
. experience and observations of the peculiari- 
tis of this year's blight, and tho facts are 
these :—Barly in Ln ho planted a quan- 
tity of potatoes in the usual way; about 
ten days afterwards he planted another; 
and about ten days after that again, having 
1 piece of ground not wanted for any other 
pur he planted it in potatoes, The 
field first planted took the disease first—ten 
days afterwards tho second field was attack 
and in another ten days, the third field. 
A neighbor of his had planted about the 
time he had planted his second field, and 
the crop not being attacked at the same 
time as his first fi fh, he was congratulat 
ing himself that his field would escape, 
but in ten days it was attacked and destroy 
ed.

sion that the disoase manifested itself only 
nt a certain stage of the growth of the pota- | § 
too—the stalks suddenly blickened and de- 
cayed, and’ the tabers cented growing.

"Separation of Towns from Counties. 

Tn the Jast Municipal Amendinents Act 
there is A most important clause for the sepa- 
ration of ‘Towns from their respective Coun- 
ties; for Municipal and ‘corporate and taxable 
purposes. It is provided by this ‘Clause that 
any ‘Town may pass a By-Law declaring it- 
self separate and independent from the Coun- 
ty, which By-Law ‘must have the assent of 
the Electors of the Town before it can become 
operative. Haying obtained. this assent, and 
acopy being duly attested and transmitted 


to the Governor, the Town is declared sepa- | 


rate by Proclamation. If the relative indebt- | 
edness of the Town and County to cach other 
cannot be mutually agreed upon, the Town 
shall appoint one arbitrator and: the County 
another, which two arbitrators shiall_ have 
power to choose an umpire incase of non+ 
agr ecment to adjudiente upon all matters, and 
their decision sball be final. All County pro- 
perty.within the limits of the Town, except 
the Court-house'and Jail; to belong to the 
‘Town, and all such property outside of the 
Town to belong to the County. All this pro- 
porty to be yalued by:thearhitrators, and'to 
be considered inthe award, as well as all a- 
mountg which haye becn unequally assessed 
to the Toygn for County purposes previous to 
the separation, Tho Town to continue to pay 
its share of the expense for the administra- 
tion of justice, 

These are the principal. provisions of the 
Separation clause; and we must say they are 
very liberal to Towns, which in general haye 
had to bear an. inordinate, proportion) of the 
County assessments Chis will’ afford Belle 
Ville an opportunity of relieving itself of the 
burdens which have been and are continually 
imposed upon it by the County Council.

A Fiendish Attempt to Murder a Family.

Sir—lI have the honor to report, for the 

information of the Commissioners of Public 

Works, the result of a Survey of a line or 

Road, from the Port of Belleville, to the 

Tron Works at Marmora, 

As the Suryey, the Commissioners were 

good enough to put under my charge, was 

for the purpose of establishing thershortest 
feasible route between the above points; for 
the purpose of constructing ‘a Railway, 

Tramway or Macadamized Road, I have 

after a careful exaniipation, selected a line, 

of which the Plan and Soction, together 
with the estimates accompany this Report. 

The distance between the Port: of Belle- 

ville and the lron Works at Marmora, by 

the route laid down, is 82% miles, — Its 
southern terminus connects with the Bay 

of Quinte, at Belleville, where there is a 

secure Harbor, and depth of water suffic- 

jent for any vessels navigating the Lakes, 

From the Harbor, the line rans for one 

mile in length, through Pinnacle Street, one 

of the principal Streets of the Town, (which 
course is approved of by the Corporation,) 
and crosses the River Moira, at its junction 
with Uat strect, From this pojnt the road 
runs in a northerly direction, keeping the 
valley of the Moira River, and passes 
through the Village of Smithville, to the 
Oak Hills, which is a continuation of the 
same range, that is crossed by the Cobourg
